Carlisle has written the following letter 
on the subject of the maintenance of tha 
parity between gold and silver: 


M*. James P. Helm, Louisville, Ky.-My 


UearBlr: Your letter asking how the sil- 
ver dollars, which contain a quantity of 
bullion commercially worth only about 
fifty-three cents each, are maintained at a 
parity with gold, notwithstanding the 
fact that the government does not directly 
redeem them, or the certificates issued 
upon them, in gold, is received, and as 
a great many inquiries upon the same sub- 
ject are addressed to me daily from dif- 
ferent parts of tho country which it is im- 
practicable to answer In detail, I will an 
swer them all at once. 


AU the standard silver dollars issued 


from the mints since the passage of the act 
of 1878, now amounting to more than §433,- 
000,000, have been coined on public ac- 
count from bullion purchased by the gov- 
ernment and are legal tender In payment 
of all debts, public and private, without 
regard to the amount, except when other- 
wise expressly stipulated in the contract 
between the parties. They belong to the 
government when coined, and they are 
paid out by the government at a parity 
witn gold for property and services of all 
kinds, and received from the people at a 
parity with gold in the payment of all 
public dues and demands. The govern- 
ment has made no discrimination what- 
ever between the coins of the two metals, 
gold having been paid oh its coin obliga- 
tions when gold was demanded and silver 
having been paid when silver was de- 
manded. 
. Under this policy the coinage has been 
so limited by law and the policy of the 
treasury department that the amount 
coined has not become so great as to drive 
the more valuable coin, gold, out of use, 
and thus destroy the basis of our mone- 
tary system; and so long as the two metals 
are of unequal commercial value, at the 
ratio established by law, this limitation 
npon the coinage is, in my opinion, abso- 
lutely essential to the maintenance of 
their parity In effecting exchanges. 
It the limitation were remoVed confl 


deuce to the ability of the government to 


I £M8*n«: equality K to. the exchangeable 
value of the coins would be destroyed; and 
the parity would be lost long before the 
amount of silver coinage had become 
wally excessive. With free and unlimited 
coinage of silver on account of private 
Individuals and corporations the govern- 
ment would be under no moral obligation 
to maintain the parity, and, moreover, it 
would be unable to do so, because the 
volume of overvalued silver forced into 
circulation by a legal tender provision 
would soon expel gold from the country 
or put such a premium upon it that it 
would be Impossible to procure and hold 
in the treasury a sufficient amount to 
provide tor the redemption of silver on 
presentation. 


In order to maintain the parity under 


such conditions the government would be 
compelled from the beginning to exchange 
gold for silver dollars and their paper rep- 
resentatives whenever demanded, just as 
It now exchanges gold for its own notes 
when demanded; and as the coinage of 
sUver dollars would be unlimited and, 
therefore, constantly increasing, a point 
would soon be reached where it would be 
impossible to continue the process of re- 
demption. 


The implied obligation of the govern- 


ment to preserve the value of the money i 
which it coins from ita own bullion and 
for its own ftse, and which itjorcos its 
citizens to receive in exchange for their 
property and services, has been" supple- 
mented by two statutory declarations 
which substantially pledge the public faith 
to the maintenance of that policy. The 
act of July 14,1890, after providing tha 
the secretary of the treasury should under 
such regulations as he might prescribe re 
deem the treasury notes Issued in the pur 
chase of silver bullion, In gold or silver 
coin at his discretion, declares that It is 
"the established policy of the United 
States to maintain the two motals on a 
parity with each other npon the present 
legal ratio, or such ratio »s may be pro- 
vided by law,'' and the net, of Nov. 1, 1893 
again declares it to be "the policy of the 
United &>tate<« to continue the use of both 
gold and silver as standard money and to 
coin both cwld and sliver into money of 
equal Intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
snch equality to be secured through In- 
ternational agrocfflou: or by such safe- 
guards of legislation o? will insure She 
mnluu:na»cc of the parity of value of the 
coins of the two iwtals and the equal 
poworaf every dollar at all ttmes In the 
markets ar.d in she payment of debts."

cates have not, up to the present time, been 
received In exchange for gold, yet U the 
time shall ever come when the parity can- 
not be otherwise maintained moh ex- 
changes will bo made. 


It 1» the duty of the secretary of the 


treasury, and of all other public officials, 
to execute in good faith the policy de- 
clared by congress, and whenever he shall 
be satisfied that tho silver dollar cannot 
be kept equal in purchasing power with 
the gold dollar, except by receiving it in 
exchange for tho gold dollar, when such 
exchange is demanded. It will bo his duty 
to adopt that course. But if our present 
policy is adhered to, and the coinage is 
kept within reasonable limits, the means 
heretofore employed for the maintenance 
of the parity will doubtless be found 
sufficient in the future, and our silver 
dollars and silver certificates will continue 
to circulate at par with gold, thus enab- 
ling the people to use both metals instead 
of one only, us would be the case it tha ' 
parity wera destroyed by free coinage.

Wreck of an Italian Bark and Suicide of 


the Captain and Mate. 


EIGHLAKD LIGHT, Mass., Sept 15,-The 


Italian bark Monte Tabor, from Trapani 
for Boston, with a cargo of salt was 
wrecked on Peaked Hill bar at midnight 
A thick fag prevailed all night and al- 
though the crew of the Peaked Hill life 
saving s^tion patrolled the beach con- 
stantly nothing was known of the disaster 
until some of the crew reached shore on 
pieces of the wreck. None of them could 
speak or understand English; the informa- 
tion gleaned from them was very meager 
Afterwards a chest cameasbore.evidently 
tha property of the captain.

Later by signs the crew made known the 
action of the officers In committing sui- 
cide, their motions being taken at first to 
indicate that tho captain had shot him- 
self and that the mate had cut his throat 
When two bodies with throats cut came 
ashore, however, it appeared that the 
dumb language had been misunderstood, 
t?« H t both the mate and captain had 
Killed themselves by throat cutting.

On the Maintenance of the Parity 
Between Gold and Silver. 


B a jiHarbok, Mo., Sopt 10.—Secretory 
Carlislo has written tho following letter 
on tbo subject of tho malntenanoo of tho 
parity botweon gold and silvor: 


Mr. James P. Holm, Louisville, Ky.—My 
Doar Sir: Your lottor asking how the sli­ 
ver dollars, which contain a quantity of 
bullion commercially worth only about 
flfty-threo cents oach, aro maintained at a 
parity with gold, notwithstanding tho 
fact that tho government does not directly 
redeem them, or tho certificates issued 
upon them, in gold, is rocoivod, and a3 
a great many inquiries upon tho same sub- 
Joot are addressed to mo daily from dif­ 
ferent parts of tho country which it is im­ 
practicable to answer in detail, I will an­ 
swer thorn all at onco. 


A ll tho standard silvor dollars Issued 
from tho mints since the passage of tho act 
of 1878, now amounting to more than 8438,- 
000,000, have been colnod on public ac­ 
count from bullion purchased by tho gov­ 
ernment and are legal tender in paymont 
of all debts, public and private, without 
regard to tho amount, excopt when other­ 
wise expressly stipulated in tho contract 
botweon tho parties. They belong to tho 
government when coined, and thoy aro 
paid out by tho government at a parity 
with gold for property and services of all 
kinds, and rwcelvod from tho people at a 
parity with gold In tho paymont of all 
public dues and demands. Tho govern­ 
ment has made no discrimination what­ 
ever botweon tho coins of tho two metals, 
gold having boon paid oil its ooin obliga­ 
tions when gold was demanded and silver 
having been paid when silver was de­ 
manded. 


Under this policy tho coinage has been 
90 limited by law and tho policy of tho 
treasury department that tho am ount 
ooinod has not bocomo so groat as to drive 
the moro valuablo coin, gold, out of use, 
aud thus destroy tho basis of our mone­ 
tary system; and so long as the two metals 
are of unequal commercial valuo, at the 
ratio established by law, this lim itation 
upon tho Colnago is, in my opinion, abso­ 
lutely essential to tho maintenance of 
(heir parity in effecting exchanges. 


If the lim itation woro removed confi­ 
dence in the ability of the govornmont to 
prosorvo* equality iu tho exchangoablo 
value of tho coins would bodostroyod, and 
the parity would be lost long before the 
amount of silver coinage had bocomo 
really oxcosslvo. With free and unlim ited 
coinage of silver on account of private 
individuals and corporations tho govern­ 
ment would bo under no moral obligation 
to m aintain tho parity, and, moreover, it 
would be unable to do so, bocauso tho 
volume of overvalued silvor forced into 
circulation by a legal tender provision 
would BQon oxpol gold from tho country 
or put such a premium upon it that it 
yould bo impossible to procuro and hold 
in the treasury a sufficient amount to 
provide for tho redemption of silvor on 
presentation. 


In order to maintain tho parity under 
•uch conditions tho govornmont would bo 
compelled from tho beginning to oxchango 
gold for silver dollars and thoir paper rep­ 
resentatives whonover demanded, just as 
It now exohanges gold for its own notes 
when demanded; and as tho coinage of 
silvor dollars would bo unlimited and, 
therefore, oonstantly inoroasing, a point 
would soon bo reached whore it would be 
impossible to oontinuo tho proccss of re­ 
demption. 


The Implied obligation of tho govern­ 
ment to preserve the value of tho monoy 
which It coins from its own bullion and 
for its own tose, and which it forcos its 
citizens to receive in exchange ror thoir 
jjroperty and services, has boon t supple­ 
mented by two statutory declarations 
which substantially pledge tho pubiio faith 
to the maintenance of that policy. The 
act of July 14, 1W0, aftor providing that 
the secretary of the treasury should under 
such regulations as ho m ight prescribe re­ 
deem the treasury notes issued in tho pur­ 
chase of silver bullion, in gold or sliver 
coin at his discretion, doolaros that it is 
**tbo established x^olicy of tho United 
States to m aintain tho two metals on a 
parity with each other upon tho present 
legal ratio, or such ratio as may be pro­ 
vided by law,” and the act of Nov. 1, ltiU3, 
again declares it tij be “ the policy of tho 
United Suites to contlnuo tho use of both 
gold and silvor as standard monoy and to 
coin both gold and silver into monoy of 
equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
such equality to bo secured through In­ 
ternational agreement or by such safe­ 
guards of legislation as will insure 'oho 
maintenance of tho parity of value of tho 
coins of the two metals and tho equal 
power of ovory dollar at all times in tho 
markets and in the paymont of debts.” 


With knowledge of thesoassurances, tho 
people havo received those coins and havo 
rolled confidently upon tho good faith of 
their government, u,nd thoconlldonco thus 
liiripirud has been a most potent factor in 
the maintenance of tho parity. 
Tho 
public has boiju satisfied that, so long as 
our present monetary system is preserved, 
the government will do whatever its moral 
obligations and express declarations re- 
qulio it to do, and very largely as a con­ 
sequence of this confidence in the good 
faith of tho executive authorities tho sil­ 
ver coins have not depreciated in valuo. It 
is not otoubtod that Wiiatovor can bo law- 
luily dyiiw t j Ji^uuUwin equality In tho ox- 
value *i 
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done whenever it becomes nocessary, and 
although silver dollars and silver certifl- 
catos have not, up to tho present timo,boen 
rocoivod In oxchango for gold, yet if tho 
time shall ever como when the parity oan- 
not be otherwise umlutaincd auoh ex- 
changes will bo mado. 


It U tho duty of tho sceretary of the 
treasury, and of all othor public officials, 
to oxoeuto in good faith tho policy do- 
clarod by congross, and whonover ho shall 
bo satisfied that tho silvor dollar cannot 
be kopt equal In purchasing power with 
tho gold dollar, except by rocclvlng it in 
oxchango for the gold dollar, when such 
oxchango Is demanded, It will bo his duty 
to adopt that course. B ut If our prosont 
policy is adhorod to, and tho coinage is 
kopt within reasonable limits, tho means 
herotoforo oinployod for tho maintenance 
of tho parity will doubtless bo found 
8ufllciont in tho future, and our silver 
dollars and silver certificates will contlnuo 
to circulate at par with gold, thus enab­ 
ling the people to use both motals instead 
of one only, us would be tho c&so if tho 
parity were destroyed by freo coinage.

TRAGEDY ON THE SEA. 


TVrock of an Italian liark and Suicide off 


the Captain and Mato* 


H ighland L ight, Mass., Sept 15.—Tho 
Italian bark Monto Tabor, from Trapani 
for Boston, with a cargo of salt, was 
wrecked on Pcakod Hill bar at m idnight 
A thick fog prevailed all night and al­ 
though the crow of tho Peaked Hill life 
saving 8|p.tinn patrolled tho boach con­ 
stantly nothing was known of tho disastor 
until somo of tho crew reached shore on 
pieces of tho wrock. Nono of thom could 
speak or understand English; tho informa­ 
tion gleanod from them was very meager. 
Afterwards a chest came ashore, evidently 
tho property of tho captain. 


From documents found in it the name 
amVdostination of the vessel woro learned. 
Later by signs tho crew mado known tho 
action of the officers in committing sul- 
cido, their motions being taken at first to 
lndicato that tho captain had shot him­ 
self and that the mate had cut his throat. 
Whon two bodies with throats cut came 
ashoro, however, it appeared that tho 
dumb languago had boon misunderstood, 
and that both tho mato and captain had 
killed themselves by throat cutting. 


The dead aro: Louis Gonerlo, captain, 
and Rappolla Giovanni, mato, by suicide; 
Ollvor Mannelo, cook, Eppelloto Braggi 
and Borncllo Capollo, seamen, drowned.^ 


Soon aftor the .seamen, v.omo ashoro a 
boat's crow from tho life saving station 
put oil lor the wreck, but thoy found 
nothing left. Tho vessel had gone to 
pieces almost immediately. 
Tho surviv­ 
ing members of tho craw, num bering1 
seven,are being cared for by the life savors. 


THE MAINE ELECTION. 


Returns from 418 Towns Give low ers 


40,425 Plurality—May Reach 50,000. 
AuoufiTA, Mo., Sept la —W ith over 100 
towns to bo yot heard from, tho Republi­ 
can plurality in Maine figures up 40,425, 
and wilt probably reach 50,000 when all of 
tho towns aro in. Tho returns aro com­ 
plete from 418 towns, cities and planta­ 
tions in tho state, and from ton of tho 
counties, 


Tho 418 towns heard from give Powers 
(Rep.) 78,040, Prank (Dem.) 33,515, Ladd 
(Pro.) 2,740. Bateman (Poo.) 1,781, W. H. 
Clifford (National) 670. Ovor 83,000 Re­ 
publican votes, it is estimated, wore cast 
and about 33,000 Democratic. Tho Repub­ 
lican vote has oxcoodod anything over bo- 
foro known in Maino, the nearest approach 
to it being tho 70/101 received by Governor 
Burleigh in 1KSS. 


In tho state legislature the Democrats 
Will apparently havo less than half a 
dozen ol the representatives in the house, 
and not one in tho senate. 


As was anticipated, the Republicans 
polled a tremendous vote and secured 
many Democratic ballots. On the other 
hand, many disaffected Democrats re­ 
mained at homo and only a fow voted for 
tho nominee of tho gold standard wing. 


Tho successful candidate for governor 
is tho Hon. Llewellyn Powers, of Houlton. 
Tho nominees for governor of the other 
XJarties woro: Hon. Melvin P. Frank of 
Portland, Democrat; Luther C. Bateman 
of Auburn, Populist; Ammi S. Ladd of 
Calais, Prohibition, and Hon. W illiam 
Henry Clifford of Portland .gold Democrat 


Thomas B. Reed of Portland, from the 
First district; Nelson Dingley of Lowis- 
town, from tho Second district; Soth L. 
Mil 11 lum of Belfast, from tho Third dis­ 
trict; Charles A. Boutello of Bangor, from 
the Fourth district, who for years havo 
represented Malno in the national houso, 
aro the congressmen ro-oloctod. 


It has presented tho .unique feature of

EXPERIMENTS IN CATTLE FEEDING. 


The finely finished lot of steers fat- 


tened at the University State farm are 
now held for sale in dressed form in 
the shambles of the twin cities. These 
animols, some twenty head in all, are 
two and thrte years old respectively, 
the major portion of them being 
Xiearer two than three years. 
The 


average live weight was about 1250 
pounds. Some of them were fed to 
determine whether a moderate or a 
heavy meal ration is the best in a pro- 
longed period of feeding. Others were 
fed to show the relative value of dif- 
ferent foods in fattening, and yet 
others to test the value of oil cake as a 
finishing food when fed in large quan- 
tities along with ground corn. 


This year again it was found that 


steers, fed an average of ten pounds 
of meal per day during the entire fat- 
tening period, make at least as much 
gain during the five months of the ex* 
periment as those fed an average oE 
fourteen pounds per day. The feeders 
of the State use much larger quanti- 
ties of food, as a rule ; hence the in- 
ference that much of the food thus 
used must be wasted. In other words, 
when animals are being finished they 
will take more concentrated food than 
they can properlv digest if it is fed to 
them. It was found that a free ration 
of oil meal and corn produced extra- 
ordinary gains for a short period, that 
is to say, for about seventy days, but 
that if continued much longer than 
the period named the animals begun* 
to get shaky on their limbs. In other 
words, they rould not be carried much 
longer thai so<ent^ to eighty days 
without a modification or diet. — 
Minneapolis Times.

A sponge crawl is made by 
staking out a space about twelve feot 
square in shallow water. 
Tho partly 
cured sponges are put to soak in the 
crawl and are beaten with clubs and 
thus washed out. 
Tho water of tho 
crawl is only two or three feet deep, 
found, the old method of diving is 
and tho men who wash them use flat 
clubs. Then they are taken out, struug 
on strings, packed«iQ bales and sold. 
Sometimes sponges 
are 
bleached. 
That makes them white, but hurts the 
sponge. 


“The sheep wool sponge is the best 
sponge. 
It is soft, just like velvet, 
and strong. 
Sheep wool sponges are 
sold for bath sponges, but most of 
them are used for washing carriages. 
The yellow sponge is a good sponge, 
but it is not so soft and strong as the 
sheep wool, and tho grass spongo is 
poorest and cheapest.” 


The spongo belongs to ono of the 
lowest orders of animal life. Its skele­ 
ton is a strong fibrous substance, and 
the animal part of it is a gelatinous 
matter which fills the pores and cov­ 
ers the entire surface. 
If this mutter 
is not removed within a few hours af­ 
ter tho sponge has been torn from tho 
rock or stones to which it was fas­ 
tened it is almost impossible to purify 
it. The hooking or harpooning metli- 
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ing on a fruiter in the Mediterranean, 
seeing 
some 
Greeks 
diving 
for 
sponges,” said another sailor, 
“ But 
they dived, they did, and did not fish 
with hooks. They carried a full diver’s 
outfit with them, jrnmp and all, and 
the diver was let down over the side 
and filled »his basket with the nasty 
things.*’«! ’ 


Then* Tim, who had been a sponge 
fieHe^; for more than a year, spun his 
yarn/ Said he: 


“ We worked the. fishing grounds 
just oil Anclote Keys, moving from 
there to Cedar Keys, and we worked in 
from three to six fathoms. 
Some of 
tho finest sjDonges in the world come 
from that coast and hundreds of men 
are worked there. 
We coasted up and 
down in a thirty-ton schooner-rigged 
craft, with a broad beam and drawing 
but little water. We carried ten men, 
including the cook, and four dingies, 
which, you know, are small yawls. 
Two men to a dingy was the way we 
were told off, one to skull and one to 
hook. 
Tho dingies were eighteen feet 
long and five feet beam, light and 
strong. 
They are made light because 
two men handle them, and they must 
be strong and seaworthy because we 
worked sometimes in a heavy sea. 


“ Tho sculling notch was to ono side 
of the centre of tho stern, and it was 
cut in the end of a short bit of plank 
which could be taken off if it was in 
the way. 
The spongo hooks aro made 
of iron, have three prongs and are 
curved. 
They are about six inches 
wide, and a long pole fits into the 
socket. 
Ono man, as I said, sculled 
the boat slowly along, and the other 
hunted for the sponges. 
He used the 
sponge glass and motioned to tho man 
in tho stern to go this or that way. 
W’hon he saw a good spongo ho shoved 
the hook down over it and fastening 
the prongs of tho hook in it pulled it 
from tho bottom and into the boat. 


“ When wo gat a boat load we 
sculled to the schooner, 
and the 
sponges were piled up on tho deck un­ 
til the ‘gurry’ ran out of them. 
The

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dried-up sponges that are sold in the 
drug stores are tho 
skeletons of 
the sponges, 
When they are pulled 
from the water they aro covered with 
a glue-like stuff and filled with slimy 
matter. 
This slimy matter * is the 
gurry and the sponges are kept on the 
deck until this gurry runs »way, 
{Sometimes they are kept aboard two 
days, and the man who cannot \*ork 


ods used in the Florida and Cuban 
fishing grounds aro useless when the 
sponges lie in deep water. 


In some parts of the Mediterranean 
Sea, where very fine sponges are 
used. 
The diver fastens a stone to his 
feet and with a long rope in his hand 
goes down feet first. 
Some divers can 
remain under water for three minutes 
at a time. 
They snatch the sponges 
from tho bottom, working rapidly as 
possible. 
If lucky the diver fills the 
little basket he carries, tugs hard at 
the rope and is drawn to the surface. 
Another method employed in sponge- 
fishing is dredging. 
The dredge is a 
strong, heavy net, from six to eight 
yards long and about one yard high. 
It is made of hair cords, with the 
meshes 
about four inches square. 
This is dragged along the bottom by a 
rope attached to the bowsprit of a 
small sailing vessel. As it passes over 
the bottom it tears the sponges from 
their anchorage and they fall into tho 
net. 


Of late years divers clad in armor 
have become common oil the Greek 
coast. 
They descend in thirty and 
forty fathoms and bring up the finest 
surgeon, nursery and toilet sponges 
and rare cup sponges. 
After the 
sponges are brought to the land they 
are buried in sand and kept there un­ 
til they are decomposed. 
Then they 
are washed in a running stream of 
fresh 
water, carefully 
dried 
and 
packed in bales for.the market. If the 
sponges are not perfectly dry when 
packed they are liable to catch the 
“ cholera,” which means that they be­ 
come heated and are discolored with 
orange colored blotches. 


The demand for fine sponges always 
exceeds the sui^ply, and some particu­ 
larly fine cup sponges have brought 
$100 a dozen. 
Tho prices of Florida 
sponges have doubled in the last twen­ 
ty years, and sponge experts declare 
that they will be still more expensive. 
As sponges aro sold by weight, dis­ 
honest 
dealers irequently fill 
the 
sponges with sand to increase the 
weight, but tb;3 practice is dying out. 
The practical value of the spongo lies 
in its great absorbing capacity and 
also is due to tho fact that water soft­ 
ens the tissues until they become soft 
and pliable. 
Although sponges are 
found in all tropical or semi-tropical 
waters, tho commercial sponges are 
confined almost exclusively to the 
waters of the southern and western 
coast of Florida, the Bahaman archi­ 
pelago and to the Mediterranean and 
KedSeas. 
The .sponges, as they are 
found in their native waters, vary* in 
form ; some are cup or vase shaped, 
others half round, others globular, 
some are fan-shaped and some cylin­ 
drical.

The theory has 
always been that the animals had died 
thus fighting. 
The deers of which

were discovered in combat, and with 
their horns inseparably tangled.

last,

he came upon 
two Virginia 
deer 
bucks locked in a mortal tangle.

he could not say, bub it must have 
been some time, because they 
had

run away and Mr. Brown ended their 
struggle by shooting them. 
He cut 
off the heads and sent them to this 
city to have them mounted as he 
found them. 
N. Slotkjn, the taxider­ 
mist who prepared them, say tho 
horns could only be untangled by 
breaking them or loosining them from 
the skull, and this was never done, so 
they remain 
as 
the hunter found 
them. 


The deer were young bucks of about 
the same age, probably two years old. 
The taxidermist said if they had been 
mounted full figure they would have 
been worth more than §5000. As they 
are now, he says, the pair of heads 
is worth $500. 
They belong to the 
man who killed them, aud who will 
keep them as a trophy of his rare good

WONDER OF PHYSICIANS. 


A SUFFERER FROM RHEUMATISM: 
WHO BECAME ‘-OSSIFIED.” 


After His Aflilctlon Prostrated Him 
lie Became a Methodist Prcaclicr 
of Wonderful Power. 
T 


HE item 
appearing in tho 
daily papers narrating how 
the grave of Edqar Pratt, well 
Cf» 
known as the “ Ossified Man,” 
had been robbed recently caused con­ 
siderable excitement in tho vicinity 
of Sodus, N. Y., where Edgar Pratt 
was born, educated, learned his trade, 
transacted business, 
and where his 
widow and her mother at present re­ 
side. 


Edgar Pratt, savs a Sodus letter 
to the New York Times, was a son of 
William Pratt, a 
oil-known farmer, 
who for many years resided on a farm 
which he owned on tho town line road 
between Williamson 
and 
Ontario, 
south of tho “ Ridge Bead,” so called. 
Tho family is ono of tho oldest iu 
Wayno County. 


Tho “ Ossified Man” was born in tho 
town of Williamson, was educated at 
tho public schools in that village, and 
completed his 
education in 
Sodus 
Academy. 
He was a well-formed 
young man, bright, and fine looking. 
He came to Sodus about 1878 and 
went to work for 
Charles Delano, 
learning tho trade of carriage trim­ 
ming. 
Ho was not religiously in­ 
clined, in which respect ho differed 
very materially from his parents and 
other members of tho Pratt family. 
While the young man was working 
at his trade his father sold the farm, 
and with the family removed to 
Douglass, Butler Coonty, Kan., tho 
son Edgar accompanying. 
The latter 
secured a position as stage driver. 
Through exposure on the stago rout9 
ho 
contracted 
rheumatism, which 
eventually compelled his abandoning 
that vocation. 
His condition became 
critical. 
He recovered from his ill­ 
ness, and shortly afterward removed 
to Sodus, where he opened up a car­ 
riage trimming establishment. 
Rheu­ 
matism returned, and he was soou 
prostrated with his old ailment. Medi­ 
cal science was invoked, but nothing 
could bo done. 
At length, being in 
destitute circumstances, his brother, 
Daniel Pratt, came from Kansas and 
took Edgar out West with him. Shortly 
after this ossification began to set in 
and the patient suffered untold agony. 


An 
exhorter 
came 
to Douglass, 
which was then comparatively desti­ 
tute of religious influences, and Pratt 
became converted. 
He joined tho 
Methodist Episcopal Church and soon 
became one of the warmest supporters 
of that denomination. 
Ossification 
by that time had become so advanced 
that the man was taken before a board 
of medical experts in New York City. 
The case had baffled the skill of all 
Western physicians who 
had been 
consulted. 
The New York surgeons 
pronounced the case a most marvelous 
ono in the annals of medical jurispru­ 
dence. 


An offer of $1000 per year during 
life and $5000 to the widow at his 
death, provided Pratt would 
con­ 
tract to have his body delivered to 
the New York medical 
experts at 
his death, was spurned, Pratt alleg­ 
ing that his condition was due to an 
act of Providence. 
He claimed that 
he was suffering a just punishment for 
not improving his talent3 while young 
and before being afflicted with disease. 
His exhortations became 
so 
pro­ 
nounced that his religious admirers 
built a wagon, in which 
he 
lay 
stretched out rigid as a block of mar­ 
ble. 
During the last four years of his 
life he suffered no i>ain whatever, but 
was unable to move a joint. 
Starva­ 
tion at one time threatened him, and 
four of his front teeth were removed, 
and through the aperture thin liquid 
food was injected, and thus was life 
sustained. 
In his carriage ho was 
taken to camp meetings, where he was 
the centre of attraction on account of 
his condition and the earnestness with 
which he exhorted. 
It is said that 
through his instrumentality thousands 
•were converted. 


Offers from museums were refused, 
Pratt insisting that his mission was 
to conveit as many to religion as pos­ 
sible during his remaining days. 
His 
faithful wife remained with him until 
his death, which occurred less than a 
year ago. Museum managers and j)by- 
aieians, even after Pratt’s death, con­ 
tinued to deluge the widow and parents 
of the o s s ifie d man with letters and tele­ 
grams offering large amounts for the 
remains. 
This so alarmed tho father 
that he declined to allow his son to be 
buried in the Douglass cemetery, but 
instead had the body interred in a 
flower bed in the dooryard beneath 
the father’s window, where he could 
keep an ever-watchful eyo upon it. It 
so happened recently, however, that 
the father was drawn as a juror at El 
Dorado, the county seat, aud during 
his absence the ghouls succeeded in 
robbing the grave. 


Viewed from a scientific standpoint 
the case of Edgar Pratt was ono of the 
most puzzling ever brought before the 
attention of medical experts. 
Pratt ie 
believed to have been the only com* 
pletely ossified m^n on record.

Lemon juice will remove grease from 
kitchen tables. 
This being the .case, 
gave the squeezed-out halves of the 
fruit used in cookery and rub them on 
the table before scrubbing it. 


When acid has been spilled on to any 
article and the color destroyed, it may 
frequently be restored by dabbing the 
marks with a little spirits of harts­ 
horn. Another method is to pour am­ 
monia on to the mark, and then weh 
soak it with chloroform. 


A useful blacking for boots may be 
made as follows: Take three ounces of 
ivory black, two ounces of treacle, half 
an ounce of sweet oil, and half an ounce 
of vitriol. Add gradually a quarter of 
a pint of vinegar and three-quarters 
of a pint of water. Mix together into 
a paste. 


A method of removing spilt ink is first 
to take up as much as i)ossible with a 
spoon and then pour some milk on tho 
place. This will mix with tho remain­ 
ing ink and must als<* bo taken up with 
a spoon, and this must be repeated until 
the milk is hardly colored with ink at 
all. 
Then wash the place with cold 
water and wipe dry with a cloth. 


In close, mild weather it is impos­ 
sible to be too careful about the buck­ 
ets in which #ref use is kept. It should 
be burned or buried or got rid of in 
Gome way every day, and the bucket 
thoroughly cleaned with strong soda 
and water or carbolic acid and water. 
It is advisable to leave a little of this 
in the bottom of the pail. Great atten* 
lion should also be paid to the scullery 
sink aud drains, and once or twice a 
week carbolic acid and water or some 
other disinfectant should be poured 
down them. Illness is often caused by 
neglecting these precautions.—E x.

with 'Real Issues. 


There has been no time since the 


Lincoln campaign of 1860 when polit- 
ical issues were presented in so con- 
crete a form, or in a manneij so well 
calculated to engage the attention of 
the whole people, as they arp at the 
present time. 


There is no attempt to disguise the 


issues. The several parties have set 
forth in their platforms exactly the 
things they believe in, and it is not 
possible to give their words different 
interpretations to suit the prejudices of 
'different sections ot the country. 
v 


Tbe parties which are arrayed 


against each other disagree as widely 
as possible in the policies which they 
advocate, but they agree in affirming 
the vital importance to the country 
and all its material interests of a right 
settlement of the questions in dispute. 
Whether we read "free silver" speech- 
es or "gold standard" speeches, we 
find it insisted upon with equal vehe 
mence that the welfare of the masses 
of the people is at stake. 


There is reason for this insistence. 


We are all buying and selling. We 
are all consuming and most of us are 
producing something. Money meas- 
ures the value of everything that is 
bought and sold, produced and con- 
sumed. 
We cannot any of us, there* 


lore, afford to be indifferent to the 
standard which measures value, any 
more than we can afford to be indif- 
ferent to the question whether a yard- 
stick measures exactly thirty-six, inches 
or more or less, or whether a quart 
measure holds one, two,or four pints. 


The opposing parties also agree up- 


on another thing. They both agree 
that something more than business 
or political economy is involved. They 
tell the people that at the bottom are 
questions of right and wrong. With 
equal vehemence and apparently with 
equal sincerity they appeal to the con- 
science of the people. Here, again, 
there is reason lor the position taken. 
The earning and payment of fair 
wages, just relations between creditors 
and debtors, and the equitable treat- 
ment of all classes of -producers and 
consumers are as truly moral questions 
as they are business or political. 


The term "educational campaign" 


is often used, half seriously-and half- 
jestingly, to describe a campaign 
which involves a discussion of issues 
|jr the purpose ot enlightening the 
people. The term was never more 
justly used than with reference to the 
present campaign. 


A real education is in progress, and 


it is an education which with large 
numbers of people must begm with 
elementary principles. Trusted party 
leaders are taking opposing views, 
men of intelligence are deducing from 
history and experience directly oppo- 
site conclusions. What is tbe average 
citizen to do—the citizen who wants 
to do right when he knows what is 
right ? 


Clearly he must do some investigat- 


ing on his own account. He must sift 
and compare the things which he hears 
and reads. The conflicting policies 
advocated cannot both be wise. They 
cannot both be right. To find out 
which is wise and right the citizen 
roust begin bis study of the questions 
discussed with the platforms of the 
parties, to ascertain precisely what they 
propose. He should study both sides, 
and in this study should use, if he can 
possibly get them, the writings author- 
ities who a re not politicians. 


This is a study which will repay 


young Americans as well as those who 
are older. We shall reach different 
conclusions, but we are all of us likely 
to know more abont the currency and 
its laws and the way they operate when 
the discussion is over than we did at 
the beginning. 


Perhaps the least excusable of all 


Americans in this campaign is be who 
is too indifferent or too indolent to 
give thought to these questions. For- 
lunately, people of that class promise 
to be very few indeed.

At the very start it was visible that 


a factional fight would occur. R. M. 
Wirt and C. H. Mullen both attempt- 
ed to call the conference to order, the 
former being successful. 


The 
representatives of Cumber- 


land and Adams refused to concede 
10 York holding eleven delegates. Mr. 
Mullen ot Cumberland stated that they 
proposed to hold the conference, and if 
York county did not like the manner 
n which they were doing besiness they 
could get out. This was a signal. The 
two factions immediately separated, 
each holding a conference of their own 
in the same room. 


There were some ringing addresses, 


and a great deal of confusion. Even 
outsiders became engaged in the dis- 
cussion. 
In the Adams Cumberland 


conference, on the first ballot, Hill got 
three votes and Holler three. 
York 


was called upon but did not respond. 
Adams then withdrew Hill's name and 
Holler was nominated unanimously. 


In the York conference, Col. J. A. 


Stahle was placed in nomination, and 
all the conferees voted for him except 
V. K. Frey, of York. He received ten 
votes. Both nominees mane speeches. 
Mr. Frey was in hot water. He was 
roundly denounced on all hands. 


Both parties will carry their case 


to the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
who, in all probability, will refuse to 
meddle, which means that trie case 
will be carried to the Dauphm County 
courts. 
The Quay people intend to 


get out a mandamus for the placing of 
Hollar on the ticket.—Herald. 


The nomination certificate of Frank 


E. Hollar, Republican candidate for 
Congress in the Ninteenth district, was 
filed at the State department, Harris- 
burg, on Friday. That of Col. Stahle, 
who was nominated by the bolting 
York conferees, was refused, and the 
matter will be-taken into court.

HAVANA, Si-pt 1C —The Spanish bonk 


has suspended the sale of drafts on Spain, 
payable lu bank notes, and bus bought of 
a well known banker a draft for 1100,000 
on the United StutcB, paying for it a large 
per coot. Both of these foots have caused 
a heavy depreciation in the bank's notes 
and today they arc at 18 per cent dis- 
count There were no Operations on the 
produce exchange today, and it is feared 
that a financial crisis is imminent The 
police announce that they have made a 
capture of documents which are the most 
important yofc secured with reference to 
the rebellion. It is said that persons 
lately arrested are compromised by the 
documents aa well as others. 


Fatal Fir« In Milwaukee. 


MILWAUKEE, Sept 10.— One man was 


burned to death, another fatally injured 
and twenty-live horses killed in a fire 
which burned Albert Manges' livery 
stables early in tho morning. 
Tbe flames 


spread so rapidly that only three men and 
a few horses were able to get out of the 
building. Fifteen minutes after the fire- 
men reached the scene an unknown man, 
burned BO badly that he cannot recover, 
was taken out At 8 a. m. the body of a 
man was taken from the ruins. His name 
and that of the man who was fatally 
burned are sot known, as they were em- 
ployed but a few days ago.

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A ''C am paign w ith H eal issues. 


There has been no time since the 
Lincoln campaign of i860 when polit­ 
ical issues were presented in so con­ 
crete a form, or in a manne^ so well 
calculated to engage the attention of 
the whole people, as they are at the 
present time. 


There is no attempt to disguise the 
issues, 
The several parties have set 
forth in their platforms exactly the 
things they believe in, and it is not 
possible to give their words different 
' interpretations to suit the prejudices of 
'different sections of the country. ' 


The 
parties which 
are 
arrayed 
against each other disagree as widely 
as possible in the policies which they 
advocate, but they agree in affirming 
the vital importance to the country 
and all its material interests of a right 
settlement of the questions in dispute. 
Whether we read “ free silver" speech­ 
es or “gold standard” speeches, we 
find it insisted upon with equal vehe 
menee that the welfare of the masses 
of the people is at stake. 


There is reason for this insistence. 
VVe arc all buying and selling. 
We 
are all consuming and most of us are 
producing something. 
Money meas­ 
ures the value of everything that is 
bought and sold, produced and con­ 
sumed. 
We cannot any of us* there­ 
fore, afford to be indifferent" to the 
standard which measures value, anv 
more than we can afford to be indif­ 
ferent to the question whether a yard­ 
stick measures exactly thirty-six. inches 
or more or less, or whether a quart 
measure holds one, two,or four pints. 


The opposing parties also agree up­ 
on another thing. 
They both agree 
that something more than, business 
or political economy is involved. They 
tell the people that at the bottom are 
questions of right and wrong. 
With 
equal vehemence and apparently with 
equal sincerity they appeal to the con­ 
science of the people. 
Here, again, 
there is reason for the position taken. 
The earning and payment of fair 
wages, just relations between creditors 
and debtors, and the equitable treat­ 
ment of all classes of producers and 
consumers are as truly moral questions 
as they are business or political. 


The term “educational campaign” 
is often used, half seriously-and half- 
jestingly, to 
describe ‘ a 'campaign 
which involves a discussion of issues 
fjr the purpose of enlightening the 
people. 
The term was never more 
justly used than with reference to the 
present campaign. 
• A real education is in progress, and 
it is an education which with large 
numbers of people must begin with 
elementary principles. 
Trusted party 
leaders are taking opposing views, 
men of intelligence are deducing from 
history and experience directly oppo­ 
site conclusions. 
What is the average 
citizen to do—the citizen who wants 
to do right when he knows what is ¡ 
right? 


Clearly he must do some investigat­ 
ing on his own account. 
He must sift 
and compare the things which he hears 
and reads. 
The conflicting policies 
advocated cannot both be wise. 
They 
cannot both be right. 
To find out 
which is wise and right the citizen 
must begin his study of the questions 
discussed with the platiorms of the 
parties, to ascertain precisely what they 
propose. 
He should study both sides, 
and in this study should use, if he can 
possibly get them, the writings author­ 
ities who are not politicians. 


This is a study which will repay 
young Americans as well as those who 
are older. 
We shall reach different 
conclusions, but we are all of us likely 
to know more about the currency and 
its laws and the way they operate when 
the discussion is over than we did at 
the beginning. 


Perhaps the least excusable of all 
Americans in this campaign is he who 
is too indifferent or too indolent to 
give thought to these questions. 
For- 
lunately, people of that class promise 
lo be very few indeed.

Both parties will carry their case 
to the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
who, in all probability, will refuse to 
meddle, which means that tne case 
will be carried to the Dauphin County 
courts.

WOOD FOB SUMMJEB VIBES. 


There are very few housewives, at 


least in the country, who will bo satis- 
fied with coal fires in summer. They 
may do well enough on washing days. 
when a continuous fire through the 
day becomes a necessity, but for cook- 
ing a fire made of well dried wood that 
will heat up quickly and as quickly go 
out is what is required. The wood fire 
also on most farms is cheaper than the 
coal. It can usually be grown on 
some part of the farm that would 
otherwise be of a little use, and its 
only cost is that of cutting and pre- 
paring for the stove. Wood can also 
in part take the place of coal for win- 
ter on farms where it is abundant. 
Tho coal market is controlled by great 
railway monopolies that oppress not 
only the miner but the coal consumer. 
Happy is the farmer who can if he will 
be independent of them. 
We are 


afraid that part of the increasing use 
of coal for fuel is due to dislike of the 
winter labor required to prepare the 
wood fuel that might be its substitute. 
This in olden times made no small part 
of the winter's work, and though the 
fuel was burned the work saved buy- 
ing coal, and therefore paid enough 
to make no small part of the prosperity 
of old fashioned farming in the days 
when the rule was to only buy what 
was necessary, and what" could not 
profitably be produced on the farm.— 
American Cultivator.

KEEPING Our THE GERMS. 


The object in canning fruit is to 


find some chemical that will prevent 
the development of bacteria and yet 
be safe when used in a strength neces- 
sary to accomplish this end. Salicylic 
acid, one part to 1000 part of water, 
will prevent the development of bac- 
teria, and in this proportion no ill 
effect can come from eating what sauce 
one would ordinarily take at a meal. 
First of all, sugar is not necessary to 
preserve canned fruit if they are put 
up air-tight, though the flavor of some 
is improved by the addition of it 


The writer has found the following 


method of canning the cheapest, easi' 
est and most satisfactory, and would 
recommend it to others: Thoroughly 
heat the fruit, but do not allow it to 
boil. Fill the cans and leave them 
open fifteen to twenty minutes to -jive 
the fruit time to settle. Then fill up 
again, put the covers on and screw 
down tight. In this way fruit will 
keep for years, and if kept in the dark 
will retain its original color and form. 


One can make cupboards of dry 


goods boxes for the fruit cans, ami 
these may be kept closed iu the cellar. 
A word in regard to the closing of 
cans to prevent the entrance of germs. 
When M. Pasteur advanced his th%orv 
that all fermentation was caused by 
organisms so minute that they floac 
about in the air, he very soon an- 
nounced that according to his experi- 
ments these infinitesimal objects would 
not pass through cotton. 
Many peo- 


ple use cotton to tie over the boiled 
truit while it is still hot, and have 
found that it keeps the germs out as 
efficiently as the rubber ring, or any 
amount of was. 
The writer has also 


tried this experiment with tomatoes, 
corn, lima beans and other vegetables, 
and the results were perfectly satisfac- 
tory, not even a par tic!« of mold form- 
ing in the can. In most ca.=es the 
cotton was simply tied over the canfui 
of hot fruit; in some, cases there was 
a piece of white paper put on first to 
prevent the cotton from dropping 
down and becoming juice-soaked. The 
latter way is preferable. 
Taks the 


cottton just as it comes off the roll, 
the thickness being- about it as it un- 
winds, then tie down with strong- 
cord. 
This will be found an ail-sufif- 


cient raetliod of preserving fruit for 
winter use.—American Agriculturist.

HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRb> 


WOOD FOR SUMMER FIRES. 


There are very few housewives, at 
least in the country, who will bo satis-, 
fied with coal fires in summer. 
They 
may do well enough on washing days, 
when a continuous fire through tho 
day becomes a necessity) but for cook­ 
ing a fire made of well dried wood that 
will heat up quickly and as quickly go 
out is what is required. 
Tho wood fire 
also on most farms iB cheaper than the 
coal. 
It can usually bo grown on 
some part of tho farm that would 
otherwise be of a little use, and its 
only cost is that of cutting and pre­ 
paring for the stove. 
Wood can also 
in part take tho place of coal for win­ 
ter on farms where it is abundant. 
Tho coal market is controlled by great 
railway monopolies that oppress not 
only the miner but the coal consumer. 
Happy is the farmer who can if he will 
bo independent of them. 
We are 
afraid that part of the increasing use 
of coal for fuel is due to dislike of the 
winter labor required to prepare tho 
wood fuel that might be its substitute. 
This in olden times made no small part 
of the winter’s work, and though the 
fuel was burned the work saved buy­ 
ing coal, and therefore paid enough 
to make no small part of the prosperity 
of old fashioned farming in the days 
when the rule was to only buy what 
was necessary, and what could not 
profitably be produced on the farm.— 
American Cultivator. 


KEEPING our THE GERMS. 


The object in canning fruit is to 
find some chemical that will prevent 
the development of bacteria and yet 
be safe when used in a strength neces­ 
sary to accomplish this end. Salicylic 
acid, one part to 1000 part of water, 
wilt prevent the development of bac­ 
teria, and in this proportion no ill 
effect can come from eating what sauce 
one would ordinarily take at a meal. 
First of all, sugar is not necessary to 
preserve canned fruit if they are put 
up air-tight, though the flavor of some 
is improved by the addition of it. 


The writer has found the following 
method of canning the cheapest, easi­ 
est and most satisfactory, and would 
recommend it to others: 
Thoroughly 
heat the fruit, but do not allow it to 
boil. 
Fill the cans and leave them 
open fifteen to twenty minutes to give 
the fruit time to settle. 
Then fill up 
again, put tho covers on and screw 
down tight. 
In this way fruit will 
keep for years, and if kept in the dark 
will retain its original color and form. 


One can make cupboards of dry 
goods boxes for the fruit cans, and 
these may be kept closed m the cellar. 
A. word in regard to the closing of 
cans to prevent the entrance of germs. 
When M. Pasteur advanced his theory 
that all fermentation was caused by 
organisms so minute that they float 
about in the air, he very soon an­ 
nounced that according to his experi­ 
ments these infinitesimal objects would 
not pass through cotton. 
Many peo­ 
ple use cotton to tie over the boiled 
truit while it is still hot, and have 
found that it keeps the germs out as 
efficiently as the rubber ring, or any 
amount of wax. 
Tho writer has also 
tried this experiment with tomatoes, 
corn, lima beans and other vegetables, 
and the results were perfectly satisfac­ 
tory, not even a partial* of mold form­ 
ing in tho can. 
In most capes the 
cotton was simply tied over the caniul 
of hot fruit; in some cases there was 
a piece of white paper put on first to 
prevent the cotton from dropping 
down and becoming juice-soaked. The 
latter way is preferable. 
Take the 
cottton just as it comes off the roll, 
the thickness being about it as it un­ 
winds, then tie down with strong 
cord. 
This will be found an all-sufii- 
cient method of preserving fruit for 
winter use.—American Agriculturist. 


RECIPES, 


Dried Corn—Put the ears into boil­ 
ing water two or three minutes, score 
the kernels and cut from tho cob, 
spread upon sheets of wrapping or 
man ilia paper, and dry in the sun or a 
warm (not hotj oven. It can be stored 
in paper bags. 
When wanted for use 
put to soak over night and cook very 
slowlv for about two hours. 


Tomato Toast with Poached Eggs— 
Place three sliced ripe tomatoes in a 
saucepan over the fire; add one-half 
teaspoonful salt, three dashes pepper, 
one teaspoonful sugar and same of 
butter; boil ten minutes. 
Iu mea.a~ 
time toast five slices of bread, butter 
them and place on hot dish. 
Pour the 
tomatoes over the toast and on each 
slice place one poached egg. 


Potato Ribbon—Pare and lay in 
cold water one hour five medium-sized 
potatoes; 
then remove 
from 
the 
water and wipe dry. 
With a small 
knife pare round and round in one 
continuous fctrip (I think there is a 
small 
machine for this purpose); 
handle with care and fry a lew at a 
time in fresh cottoleno. 
Pvemove to a 
hot dish, sprinkle lightly with salt 
and serve. 


Breakfast 
Biscuit— Sift 
together 
one scant quart flour, two heaping 
teaspoonfuls baking powder, a .half 
teaspoonful salt; mix a half teacup 
melted butter in rather less than a 
quart of sweet milk; add to the flour, 
beating we)l,# until the batter is 6titf 
enough to drop from a sj^oon into & 
buttered tin, like drop cakes; the 0V6n 
should be very hot or the biscuits will 
not be light and pufiy. 
*

Gas made from sawdust is used to 
illuminate tho streets and. houses of 
Doseronto,Canada.

Styles in Men’s Shirts, 


A shirt that opens in tho front is 
less likely to break across the bosom 
than one that opens.in the back only; 
and one that opens in the front only 
(many shirts are now made to open 
front and back, too} fits best; the 
buttonholes in tho collar-band and 
the eyelets, or other openings in the 
bosom for studs, afford sufficient play, 
while the yone of the shirt remains 
firm and smooth. Tho shirt that opens 
front and back has the advantage that 
the studs csn be put in place before 
tli6 shut is put on; in putting on aud 
taking off the shirt it is opened at the 
back; the stud need not be removed 
until the shirt is sent to the wash. 
With this freedom frpm handling the 
Mhirt is likoly to remain longer in suit­ 
able condition for wear. 


The proportion of shirts made to 
open ia front, either front and back 
both or front only, is all the time in­ 
creasing. 


More and more shirts are now being 
worn with cuffs attached.—Philadel­ 
phia News.

B e t w e e n Gold and 
Silver. 


BAN HARBOR, Ma, Soptw 10.—Rocrotary 
Carllslo has written tho following letter 
on tbo subjoct of tho inaintcnanoo of tho 
parity botwoon gold and sllvor; 


Mr. James P. Holm, Louisvlllo, Ky.—My 
DoarSlr: Your lottor asking how th© sil- 
ver dollars, which contain a quantity of 
bullioQ commerclftlly worth only about 
flfty-thrco cents each, aro maintained at a 
parity vrlth gold, notwithstanding tho 
fact that tho govornmont dooa not dirootly 
rodoonx thorn, or tho certliloatos issued 
upon thoiii, in gold, Is rocoived, and as 
a groat many Inqulxloa upon tho samo snb- 
Joot aro addressed to mo dally from dif- 
ferent parts of tho country which it Is im- 
practlcablo to answer In detail, I will an- 
swer them all at onco. 


All tho standard sllvor dollars Issued 
from tho mints since the passage of tho act 
of 1878, now amounting to more than 5488,- 
000,000, have been coined on public ac- 
count from bullion purchased by tho gov- 
ernment and are legal tender In payment 
of all debts, public and private, without 
regard to tho amount, cxcopt when other- 
wise expressly stipulated in tho contract 
between tho partios. Thoy belong to tho 
government when eoliied, and they aro 
paid out by tho government at a parity 
with gold for property and services of all 
kinds, and r»celved from tho iwoplo at a 
parity with gold In the ipaymont of all 
public dues and demands. The govorn- 
mont has made no discrimination what- 
ever between tho coins of tho two met-als, 
gold having boon paid on its coin obliga- 
tions when gold was doinanded and silver 
having been paid when silver was de- 
manded. 


Under this policy tho coinage has been 
AO limited by law and the policy of tho 
treasury department that the amount 
ooined has not become so groat as to drive 
the more valuablo coin, gold, out of uso, 
and thus destroy the basis of onr mone- 
tary syfltom Î and so long as tho two metals 
are of unequal cojumorclal valuo, at the 
ratio o?tablÍRhcd by law, this lii^itatlon 
upon tho Coinage Is, in my opinion, abso- 
lutely efl.sential to tho maintenance of 
their parity in offecting cxchancres. 


If tho limitation woro removed conü- 
denco In the ability of the govornmont to 
prosorvo" equality iu tho oxchangoablo 
value of tho coins would bo destroyed, and 
tho parity would be lost long before tho 
amount of silver colnago had become 
really excosslvo. With free and unlimited 
coinage of eilvor on account of private 
individuals and corporations tho govern- 
ment would ho under no moral obligation 
to maintain tho painty, and, moreover, it 
would bo unable to do so, because tho 
volume of overvaluod silver forced into 
circulation by a legal tender provision 
would SQon oxpol gold from tho country 
or put such a premium upon It that It 
yould be Impossible to procure and hold 
in the treasury a suiHoiont amount to 
provide for tho redemption of silver on 
presentation. 


In order to maintain tho parity under 
fuch conditions tho government would bo 
compelled from tho beginning to exchange 
gold for silver dollars and their paper rep- 
résentatives whonovor demanded, just as 
it now ezohaageg gold for its own notes 
when demanded; and as tho colnago of 
fiilvor dollars would bo unlimited and, 
therefore, constantly Increasing, a point 
would soon bo reached whore it would bo 
ImpoBHiblo to continuo tho process of re- 
demption. 


The implied obligation of tho govern- 
ment to preserve the value of tho monoy 
which it colnfi from its own bullion and 
for its own ûse, and which It forces its 
citizens to reçoive in oKchango for their 
property and services, híis beon^Bupple- 
montnd by two statutory déclarations 
which Bubstmtlally pledge tho publie faith 
to the nmlntonanco of that policy. The 
Act of July 14, istH), after providing that 
the secretary of the treasury should undor 
such regulations as he might presoi'ibe re- 
deem the treasury notes Issued in tho pur- 
chase ul' sllvor bullion, in gold or silver 
coin at Ills discretion, doohires that It is 
"the establlshort policy of tho United 
States to maintain tho two metals on a 
parity with etvch other upon tho present 
legal ratio, or audi ratio as may be pro- 
vided by lav^/' and the act of Nov. 1, ltiU3, 
again doclnrca it ti'J bo **tho policy of the 
United Statt's to continuo tho use of both 
gold and silver aa stiindard monoy and to 
coin both gold and silver Into monoy of 
equal Intrinsic and oxchangoablo value, 
such equality to bo secured through In- 
U^rjiatioual agreoJiiout or by such siifo- 
guanlH of legislation as will insuro îho 
mtUntonancu of tlio parity of value of tho 
coins of the two metals and the equal 
jjowor of eveiy dollar at all times In tho 
miirkots and In the payment of debts." 


With knowledge of these assurances, the 
iwopltí hii-ve roüülvüd those coins and havo 
relied conildeutly upon the good faith of 
their govcrnnuiiit, and thoconlldonco thus 
luriplrod lu\ s boon a most potent factor in 
the muintt^nauce of the parity, 
Tho 
public hai boiîu satitíflod that, su long as 
our j)re.sent moaetary sygtciu is preserved, 
tiifl govornmont will du whatever its moral 
obli^i-urioiia iwid esprods doclaratluns re- 
quhe it to do, and very largely as a con- 
hcQucnoe oí thin co'uiidenco in the good 
falihuftho üi:e^;utlve authorities thu sil- 
ver i'-^Jns liavo not ilojn'eciatüd iu valuo. It 
is not çioubtod that wiuitovei* can be law- 
lully dvsi»' i-» Ji-i.uuiî^in cqmJity in Uio ex- 
v.'Uiu* .Í 
* '

done whenever it becomcs nccessary, and 
although silver dollars ond silver cortiü- 
cates havo not, up to tho present timo,boon 
rocoived in exchange for gold, yet if tho 
time shall over como when the parity can- 
not be otherwise uialntaincd luch ex* 
changes will bo made. 


It ia tho duty of tho acorotary of the 
treasury, and of all other publlo ofllolals, 
to oxocuto In good faith tho policy do- 
clarod by congress, and whenever ho shall 
bo patlsñcd that tho sllvor dollar cannot 
bo kept equal In purchasing power with 
tho gold dollar, oxcopt by receiving It In 
oxchango for tho gold dollar, when such 
oxchango is demanded, It will bo his duty 
to adopt thiit course. But If our present 
policy is adlxerod to, and the colnago is 
kept within I'oasonable limits, tho means 
herotoforo employed for tho malntonanco 
of tho parity will doubtloss bo found 
suffloiont In tho future, and our ellvw 
dollars and silver certificates vrtll continuo 
to circulate at par with gold, thus enab- 
ling tho people to uso both metals Instead 
of one only, us would be tho caso if the 
parity wero destroyed by freo colnago.

TRAGEDY ON THE SEA. 


Wreck of an Italian Uark and Suicide of 
tbe Captain lind lUato. 


HTOHLAND LIGHT, Mass., Sept. 15.—Tho 
Italian bark Monte Tabor, from Trapanl 
for Boston, with a cargo of salt, was 
wrockod on Pcakod Hill bar at midnight 
A thick f^g prevailed all night and al- 
though the crow of tho Poakod Hill llfo 
saving si^ticin patrolled tho beach con- 
stantly nothing was known of tho disaster 
until somo of tho crow reached shore on 
pieces of tho wreck. Nono of thom could 
sj)eak or understand English; tho Informa- 
tion gleaned from them was very meager. 
Afterwards a chest camo ashoro, evidently 
tho property of tho captain. 


From documents found in It the name 
and'dostlnatlon of the vessel woro learned. 
Later by signs tho crow mado known the 
action of the officers In committing sui- 
cide, their motions being taken at ¿ a t to 
Indlcato that tho captain had shot him- 
eolf and that tho mate had cut his throat. 
When two bodies with throats cut camo 
ashore, however, it appeared that tho 
dumb language had boon misunderstood, 
and that both tho mate and captain had 
killed themselves by throat cutting. 


The dead are: Louis Genorlo, captain, 
and Rai)po)la Gloviinnl, mate, by suicide; 
Oliver Manuelo, cook, Eppclloto Braggi 
and Bornollo Capollo, seamen, drowned.^ 


Stx>n i).ftor fcho seamcji^ '.'.amo ashoro a 
boat's crow from tlio life saving station' 
put off for tho wi'eck, hnt thoy found 
nothing left. Tho vessel had gone to 
pieces almost immodlately.

Over 83,000 Ro- 
pubiican votes, It is estimated, wore cast 
and about 33,000 Democratic. Tho Repub- 
lican voto has oxcoudod anything over bo- 
foro known In Maine, tho nearest approach 
to it biiiiig tho 79,401 reoulvod by Governor 
Burleigh in IKSa 


In the state legislature the Democrats 
tvill apparently havo less than half a 
dozen 01 tlie representatives in tho house, 
and not one in tho ccnato. 


As was anticipated, tho Republicans 
polled a tremondouR voto and secured 
many Democratic ballots. On the other 
hand, many disaifoctod Democrats ro- 
raained at homo and only a few voted for 
tho nominee of tho gold sta-ndard wing.

A^Xamfaign 
with fReal 
Issues. 


There has been no time since the 
Lincoln campaign of i860 when polit 
ical issues were presented in ^so con 
Crete a form, or in a manneij^ so well 
calculated to engage the attention of 
the whole people, as they are at the 
present time. 


There is no attempt to disguise the 
issues. 
The several parties have set 
forth in their platforms exactly the 
things they believe in, and it is not 
possible to give their words different 
interpretations to suit the prejudices of 
'different sections of the country. 


The 
parties 
which 
are 
arrayed 
against each other disagree as widely 
as possible in the policies which they 
advocate, but they agree in affirming 
the vital importance to the country 
and all its material interests of a right 
settlement of the questions in dispute. 
Whether we read <'iree silver" speech- 
es or "gold standard" speeches, we 
find it insisted upon with equal vehe 
mence that the welfare of the masses 
of the people is at stake. 


There is reason for this insistence. 
We are all buying and selling. 
We 
Ere all consuming and most of us are 
producing something. 
Money meas- 
ures the value of everything that is 
bought and sold, produced and con 
sumed. 
We cannot any of usj there 
lore, afford to be indifferent" to the 
standard 
which measures value, any 
more than we can afford to be indif- 
ferent to the question whether a yard- 
stick measures exactly thirty-six. inches 
or more or less, or whether a quart 
measure holds one, two,or four pints. 


The opposing parlies also agree up 
on another thing. 
They both agree 
that 
something more than. business 
or political economy is involved. They 
tell the people that at the bottom are 
questions of right and wrong. 
With 
equal vehemence and apparently with 
equal sincerity they appeal to the con- 
science of the people. 
Here, again, 
there is reason for the position taken. 
The 
earning 
and 
payment of fair 
wages, just relations between creditors 
and debtors, and the equiti^ble treat- 
ment of all classes of producers and 
consumers are as truly moral questions 
as they are business or political. 


The term '^educational campaign" 
is often used, half seriously-and half- 
jestingly, 
to 
describe ' a 
'campaign 
which involves a discussion of issues 
Ijr the purpose of enlightening the 
people. 
The term was never more 
justly used than with reference to the 
present campaign. 
• A real education is in progress, and 
it is an education which with large 
numbers of people must begin with 
elementary principles. 
Trusted party 
leaders 
are taking 
opposing views, 
men of intelligence are dtducing from 
history and experience directly oppo- 
site conclusions. 
What is the average 
citizen to do—the citizen who wants 
to do right when he knows what is 
right ? 


Clearly he must do some investigat- 
ing on his own account. 
He must sift 
and compare the things which he hears 
and reads. 
The conflicting policies 
advocated cannot both be wise. 
They 
cannot both be right. 
To find out 
which is wise and right the citizen 
must begin his study of the questions 
discussed with the platlorms of the 
parlies, to ascertam precisely what they 
propose. 
He should study both sides, 
and in this study should use, if he can 
possibly get them, the writings author- 
ities who are not politicians. 


This is a study which will repay 
young Americans as well as those who 
are older. 
We shall reach different 
conclusions, but we are all of us likely 
to know more about the currency and 
iis laws and the way they operdte when 
the discussion is over than we did at 
the beginning. 


Perhaps the least excusable of all 
Americans in this campaign is he who 
is too indifferent or too indolent 
to 
give thought to these questions. 
For^ 
innately, people of that class promise 
lu be very few indeed.

At the very start it was visible that 
a factional fight would occur.

Mullen ot Cumberland stated that they 
proposed to hold the conference, and if 
York county did not like the manner 
in which they were doing besiness they 
could get out.

in the same room. 


There were some ringing addresses, 
and a great deal of confusion. 
Even 
outsiders became engaged in the dis- 
cussion. 
In the Adams Cumberland 
conference, on the first ballot, Hill got 
three votes and Holler three. 
York 
was called upon but did not respond. 
Adams then withdrew Hill's name and 
Holler was nominated unanimously. 


In the York conference, Col. J. A. 
Stable was placed in nomination, and 
all the conferees voted for him except 
V. K. Frey, of York. 
He received ten 
votes. 
Both nominees mane speec>^es. 
Mr. Frey was in hot water. 
He was 
roundly denounced on all hands. 


Both parties will carry their case 
to the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
who, in all probability, will refuse to 
meddle, which means that tlie case 
will be carried to the Dauphin County 
courts. 
The Quay people intend to 
get out a mandamus for the placing of 
Hollar on the ticket.—Herald. 


The nomination certificate of Frank 
E. Hollar, Republican candidate for 
Congress in the Ninteenth district, was 
filed at the State department, Harris- 
burg, on Friday. 
That of Col. Stable, 
who was nominated 
by the bolting 
York conferees, was refused, and the 
matter will be-taken into court.

WOOD FOK SUJIMEB riHES. 


There are very few housewives, at 
least in the country, who will bo eatis-t 
fied with coal fires in summer. 
They 
may do well enough on washing days, 
when a continuous fire through the 
day becomes a uecessity> but for cook- 
ing a fire made of well dried wood that 
will heat up quickly and as quickly go 
out is what is required. 
Tho wood fire 
also on most farms is cheaper than the 
coal. I t can usually be grown on 
some part of tho farm that would 
otherwise bo of a little use, and its 
only cost is that of cutting and pre- 
paring for the stove. 
Wood can also 
in part take the place of coal for win- 
ter on farms where it is abundant. 
The coal market is controlled by great 
railway monopolies that oppress not 
only the miner but the coal consumer. 
Happy is tho farmer who can if he will 
bo 


independent of them. 
*A'e are 
afraid that part of the increasing use 
of coal for fuel is due to dislike of the 
winter labor required to prepare tho 
wood fuel that might bo its substitute. 
This 


in olden times made no small part 
of the winter's work, and though the 
fuel 


was burned the work saved buy- 
ing coal, and therefore paid enou:?h 
to make no small part of the prosperity 
of old fashioned farming in the days 
when the rule was to only buy what 
was necessary, and what could not 
profitably be produced on the farm.— 
American Cultivator.

KEEPING o u r THE GERMS. 


The object in canning fruit is to 
find some chemical that will prevent 
the development of bacteria and yet 
be safe when used in a strength neces- 
sary to accomplish this end. 
Salicylic 
acid, one part to 1000 part of water, 
will prevent tho development of bac- 
teria, and in this proportion no ill 
eiiect can come from eating what sauce 
one would ordinarily take at a meal. 
First of all, sugar is not necessary to 
preserve canned fruit if they are put 
up air-tight, though the flavor of some 
is improved by the addition of it. 


The writer has found the following 
method of canning tbe cheapest, easi'- 
est and most satisfactory, and would 
recommend it to others : 
Thoroughly 
heat the fruit, but do not allow it to 
boil. 
Fill the cans and leave them 
open fifteen to twenty minutes to give 
the fruit time to settle. 
Then fill up 
again, put tho covers on and screw 
down tight. In this way fruit will 
keep for years, and if kept in the dark 
will retain its original color and form. 


One can make cupboards of drv 
goods boxes for tho fruit cans, and 
these may be kept closed in the cellar. 
A word in regard to the closing of 
cans to prevent the entrance of germ;?. 
When M, Pasteur advanced his theory 
that all fermentation was caused by 
organisms so minute that they floac 
about in the air, ho very soon an- 
nounced that according to his experi- 
ments these infinitesimal objects would 
not pass through cotton. 
Many peo- 
ple use cotton to tie over the boiled 
truit while it is still hot, and have 
found that it keeps the germs out as 
efliciently as tho rubber rin^, or any 
amount of wax. 
Tho writer has also 
tried this experiment with tomatoes, 
corn, lima .beans and other vegetables, 
and the results were perfectly satisfac- 
tory,^ not even a partiel« of mold form- 
ing in the can. In most capes the 
cotton was simply tied over the caniul 
of hot fruit ; in some cases thera was 
a piece of white paper put on first to 
prevent the cotton from dropping 
down and becoming juice-soaked. The 
latter way is preferable. 
Take the 
cottton just as it comes ofi; the roll, 
tho thickness being about it as it un- 
winds, then tie down with strong 
cord. 
This will bo found an all-sufii- 
cient roetiaod of ¡Dreserving fruit for 
winter use.—Ameiican Agriculturist.

Tho mooting was prosidod ovor by Hon. 
D. Byuum, of Indiana, chairman of 
National Domocratic oxccutlvo com- 
mittee. United States Senator Donolson 
. Caffory, of Xjouislana, notified Senator 
Palmer, and Colonel John B. FOIIOWB, of 
Now York, Informed General Buokuor of 
the honor conferred upon him. The two 
standard bearers repUed In turn. 


Mr. Bynum WUB 
brief in his remarks, 
and at once proceeded to read tho letters 
of 
Soorct>ary Lamont 
and 
Secretary 
Francis, which have been publirfwd, de- 
scribing tho virork of tho Indianapolis co^^ 
vontion. When ho took up a third and 
road tho words "Bar Harbor," there were 
yells of delight. 
"That's Carlisle, that's 
CarllBlo," was tho cry, and when Mr. 
Bynum finlshod reading threo choora were 
given for Carlisle half a dozen times. 
Then came tho outburst of tho evening. 
"Buzzard*s Bay," read Mr. Bynum. Tfiat 
was all the audience wanted to hoar. Men 
Jumped up on tho chairs and in tho aisles, 
ecreaming like mad for Grover Cleveland. 
It was two minutes before Mr. Bynum 
' could proceed, and he was continually 
interrupted with choers for Grover Clovo- 
Xand. 


Tho telegram from President, Clovoland 
follows: 


"Hon. W. D. Bynum, Indianapolis: I 
regi\3FC that I cannot accept your invita- 
tion to attend the notification mooting on 
Saturday ovonlns. 
As a Democrat de- 
voted to tho prinnlplos and integrity of my 
porty, I should be delightod to bb present 
on an occasion so significant, and to min- 
gle with thofio who aro detormincd that 
the vole© of true Domocnuiy shall not be 
emothored. and who Insist that Its glorious 
standard shall bo borne aloft, as of old, in 
faithful hands." 


Secretary Carlisle's telegram of Indorso- 
inent was as follows: 


"Hon. W. D. Bynum, Louisville: Your 
telegram Inviting mo to attend tho moot- 
ing at Louisville today has boon forwarded 
to me at this placo, and I greatly regret 
jny inability to accept. Tho coneervatlvo 
And patriotic declaration of tho Indlanap* 
oils oonvontlon on tho public question 
Involved in tho pending contofit and the 
high character of its nominoos cannot fail 
to arouso tho real Domocratlo sentiment of 
tho country and command tho hearty sup- 
port of all who sincerely believe in tho 
preservation of tho public honor, tho pub- 
lic peace and tho stability and value of tho 
currency used by our peopla I om proud 
to take my stand with the old fashioned 
Democrats who have refused to abandon
